Nor is there any evidence 
that some of the . stones were 
ever used as altars, for human 
sacrifice — another popular be- 
licf —— says. the author, Pro- 
fessor RJ, C. Atkinson, of 
University Colleye, Cardiff, 

He says the theory that the 
pagan Celtic priests, 
built Stoncheng,. was put for~ 
wird 300 Years ago. * 

It is an impossible ene ac 
cording to Professor Atkinson 
because the Druids functloned 
for only a few centuries just 
befcre the Roman conquest of 
Britain. 

“Tt fs: very ~ unlilcety. that 
there were any Druids in thee 
isiands before 250 B, C, and by 
that time Stonehenge had been 
built for more than a thousand 
years and may already have 
been partly in ruins.”

But the names have been in- 
vented by “over-imaginative 
antiquaries” during the lust 
300 ycars,- Professor Atk'nson 
says.

“There is no evidence at all 
for supposing that human 
sacrifice was practised ot 
Stonchenge at any time during 
{ts long history.” 

The Professor confirms that 
the axis of Stonchemne was 
Inid out to point towards 
the sun in the longest day _ of 
the year — midsummer . day, 
June 24. 


But he does not actee that 
this ‘means the builders of 
Stonehenge were sun-worshlp- 
pers and that the smonwnent 
was a temple to the sun,

vice for determining by ob- 
servation a fixed point in the 
year from which the annual 
calendar could be counted,” he 
says in the guide-book, publish- 
ea by the British Government's 
stationery office.

Switzerland, when he came face to face with Jacques: 


Balmat, widely acclaimed as the world’s most famous moun- 


taineering guide. 
Nearly a year had passed since to 
the frozen summit of Mont Blane—the first men ever to do so.

was the first time in months that they had seen each other. 


Yet the doctor, airiding for- 
ward angrily, suddenly felled 
his companidn-in-fame with one 
swift blow of his umbrella. 

It was the. doctor's only 
public action in the most bitter 
mountalnecring squabble In 
history. 


Controversy 


In that) summer of 1787, 
Chamonix wan in the grip of 
an aorid controversy, ‘The 
issue; Who of the two climbers 
whore feat gave birth to 
mountaincering as a sport had 
actually reached the summit 
of Mont Blanc first? 


Encouraged by envious moun- 
taincers. who reseniad having 
been beaten fo the top of Europe 
by a doctor, the guide Balmat 
claimed the lion’s share of the 
honours. But the wrangle per- 
sisted, pursuing the conquering 
mountaincers beyond their 
RAVES, 

The Mont Blanc squabble wes 
finaly — settled more than 120 
years after. when painstaking 
historians discovered the doctor's 
own documents. 


Posthumous Honour 


These included an affidavit 
signed by Balmat admitting {hat 
his companion and employer had 
jn fact masterminded the cx- 
pedition—and had been the first 
man to set foot on the highest 
peak in Europe.’ 

Posthumoualy the — doctor, 
Michel-Gabricl Paccard, was ac- 
corded the honour that had so 
unjustly been denied him nhl: 
Jiftetime, And then, for the 
{rst time, the scandal behind 
the controversy that had split 
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the mountaineering world In 


two camo to light. 
The conquest of Mont Blanc 
In 1786 by Dr Paceard and 
hin porter Jacques Balmat 
Not unnaturally caused a 
great atir all over the world, 
Indeed, even today, the feat 
ranks high among man’s greatest 
recomplishments, 


Since 1754 men had been try- 
ing to conquer the snow-capped 
peak, But the angry mountain 
hed defied every attempt. 

Then, on August 8, 1786, with 
the minimum of fuss and only 
Belmat for company, Dr Michel- 
IGabriel Paceard set out for the 
summit by a new, untrodden 
route, 


No Sportsman 


The doctor was no sportsman 
‘in the modern sense, He was 
devold of personal ambition, His 
motive for scaling the uncon- 
quered peak was local patriotism 
a desire to prove to the world 
jthat “our Mont Blanc" wus 
‘Europe's highest mountain. 

He was no sportsman—but he 
Iwas the greatest mountaineer of 
his day. 


When he returned

Bourrit, Preecntor of Geneva 
Cathedral who, as a pamphietecr,

mountaineering books, had gain- 
ed oo wide reputation, His 
burning nmbition was the crown 
of Mont Blane, and he had mde 
tice: attempts, all of which had 
a . ‘ 


The second was Horace- 
Benadict de Saussure, Professor 
of Philosophy and — Natural 
Science at the Academy of 
Geneva, who in 1760 had offered 
the guides of Chamonix a prize 
for the discovery of a practicable 
route to the summit. His Inten- 
tion was to repeat the ascent to 
make on-the-spot scientific 
observations, 


Lavish Lies 


Primarily, de  Saussure’s 
motive was scientific. But_je 
was also anxious to win fame 
as the first scientist to reach 
the highest peak In Europe, 


Bourrit, burning with jealousy 
of Dr Paccard’s triumph, gave 
birth to the legend of Balmat in 
a  pamphict published — soon 
after the ascent of Mont Blanc. 
Balmat, until then an obscure 
Chamonix villager who made 
his living sulling picces of rock~ 
cryatal to tourists, found himself

Anxious to qualify for de 
Saussure’s promised priza—to 
which he was not entitled be-~ 
ccuse the route had actunlly 
been discovered by Dr Paccard 
—Balmat endorsed —_ Bourrit's 
lavish Hes. In Bourrit'’s pam- 
phict, the porter was depicted 
as a superhuman hero who not 
only had discovered the new 
route to the summit, but after 
reuching it alone had descended 
more than 300 feet to haul the 
jcollapsed Dr Paccard up too, 

ce story was 
fabricated, as waa later 
proved when Dre Paccard’s 
own decuments were dis- 
covered and were confirmed 
by other contemporary re- 
cords left by an observer 
who had followed the thrilling 
climb through a 
‘from Chamonix. 


Protest 


But Bourrit’s pamphict gained 
wide circulation, It wes trans- 
lnted ‘nto French, German and 
English. Balmat's name, thanks 
to the pamphlet, echoed round 
the world.

Saussure, who publUshed a book 
about his own expedition to 
Mont Blanc a year after Dr 
Paccard’s—and, in it, completely 
disregarded the pianeer’s 
achievement, 

Dr Paceard’s -

his own version. In a prospectus 
about his forthcoming book, he 
gave full credit to Balmat for 
his part in their exploit, and 
invited subscriptions to enable 
him to devote his entire time to

Now, In the public mind, 
he was the grim, determined 
and courageous Swiss guide who 
had staged a magnificent 
struggle up those Last few yards 
of the treacherous snowy slopes 
of Mont Blanc’s summit, He 
was conqueror of the impossible, 
the first man to stand alone at 
the summit of Europe. 


Broke Down .- 

Publicly, Bolmat didi not by 
word or deed deny this ap- 
oiling fiction, Strutting and 

asting, he even went so far ay 
to become a bore with It, i 

But privately, when an angry 
Dr Paccard confronted him, be 
broke down and readily signed 
on aMdavit denying the truth 
of his and Bourrit’s story . . 

Later, out of Dr Paccard’s 
reach, the avaricious orystal- 

_ hunter, realising that his con- 

fession would disqualify him 

from de Saussure's prize, de- 
clared that the document had 
been algned under duress, 

Undismayed by the aMdavil, 
Bourrit returned to the attack 
with more lies, He again con- 
vinced de Saussure that Balmat’s 
account of the conquest was the 
only true one, and eniisted the 
professor's further help in bcost- 
ing further the legendary hero 
he hud created.

Lonely Death 


After Dr Paccard'’s lonely 
death, at the age of 76, on May 
21, 1827, Balmat Ict his imagina- 
tion ran wild. Spurned by his 
boasts, the legend of his exploits 
grew until any = similarity be- 
tween his story and fact became 
pure coincidence. 


The legend was enlarged still 
further by the elder Alexandic 
Dumas, who went to Chemonix 
in 1832. 
Dumas' story, Yosed on the Inter- 
view and Bourrlt's version 
which he seems to have taken 
without question, 
by the world as an authentic 

that Dr Paccard ha: 
died, Balmat had no fear of 
contradiction. Now he claim- 
ed that, alone at the top of 

Mont Blane, he had 

triumphantly shouted: “I have 

arrived alone, I am the king 
of Mont Blanc, J} am the 
statue on thig huge pedestal.” 

Strangély poetic words for a 
rock-cerystal seller, 

Balmat died mysteriously 
but still a hero—in 1834 while 
searching for gold somewhere in | 
the Mont Blanc Range. But 
the legend survived, and so did 
the controversy. 

It was not until the turn of the 
19th century that historians be- 
fun seriously to queslon Bal- 
mat's elaborate claims, Much of 
their enquiry sprang from @ con- 
temporary record left by 
observer who had followed fhe 
climb through a telescope fro 
Chamonix, The record comb- 
pletely contradicted  Balmat’s 
story.

Church of England Orphanage:

Orphanage temporarily . abe 
sorbed St Paul's College, 
which had fallen on evil: days 
owing to the loss of its funds 
in Dent and Co's crash in 
1867." 


"While it ie shown in the 
records that the  Diocesgn 
School of old had included 
thie orphanage, the period of 
ita existence was not definite- 
ly known: but it was prob- 
ably ‘functioning up to the 
time the achool split into 
these {wo sections.” 


“It will be recalled that in 
1890 the Diocesan School for 
both girla and boys cas 
separated into two inatit- 
tions for the different sexes.” 


"A brief note might lbe 
made of the fact that. the 
Victoria Home and Orphanage: 
(established ag such in 1897) 
has in its records a memo 


: that a destitute English child 


waa received in 1889, but was 
sent daily to the Diocesan ~ 
Home for Boys—which rather 
suggests that the Diocesan 
Orphanage, as a distinct in- 
stitution, had come to an end 
about that period.” 


“Nevertheless its funetions 
have remained, as part of the 
activities of the boarding de- 
partments of the Diocesan 
Boys’ and Girla . Schools’ in 
fact ‘the latter still retains 
the name “Orphanage” in 
its designation.”
